COMPENSATION. 


A number of claims by AIRE aud bi 
for compensation for malicious injuries arisin 
out of recent, Sinn Fein disturbances in the 
a | on of resent Sind, Boia dtarbancer in Ue 
house, Dublin, yesterdey by the Right Hon. the 
Recorder. 

Three cases were beard in which the military 
claimed ion for malicious injuries 
done during the Peace Celebrations in Dublin 
on the 28th June last. The Air Council and 
the President of the Air Council claimed £167 
1s. 8d. for damage to a military motor lorry, 
the claim being made against the Dublin 
County Council and the Dublin Corporation. 
Corporal Robert R. Gale claimed £50 for per- 
sonal injuries, and Major Martin Alexander 
claimed £250 for personal injuries sustained in 
Sackville street on the same date. 

The Lew Adviser (Mr. W. E. Wylie, K.C.) 
and Mr. H. O. Holmes (instructed by the Chief 
Grown Solicitor) appeared for the President of 
the Air Council and the other claimants; and 
Mr. J. J. Clancy, K.C., Mr. Carrigan, K.C., 
and Mr. P. O’C. White ‘appeared on behalf of 
the Dublin Corporation. 

Mr. Wylie, K.C., said that the claims arose 
out of an occurrence in Sackville street on tho 
28th June, when « moter lorry was burned. 
Tho lorry was used for bringing in and out of 


the city members of the Women’s Royal Air 


Force from Gormanstown aerodrome, On the 
night in question the lorry was being driven by 
Corporal Gale. It was the night of the declara- 
tion of Peace, and there was considerable ex- 
citament in the-streets. At about 11 p.m. the 
lorry arrived at the Pillar, and there was back- 
firing from the motor, whith sounded like shots. 
When tlie lorry pulled up to get a load of pat- 
sengers it was attacked by the crowd. The 
forms inside the lorry, which were used as seats, 
were pulled out and thrown about the street. 
Corporal Gale was struck on the back of the 
head and rendered unconscious, and had to be 
brought to Jervis Street Hospital. The lorry 
was turned over on its side, and the contents of 
the petrol tank emptied over it. It was then 
set on fire, and all the burnable parts were cor- 
sumed and the chassis injured. Twenty gallons 
of petrol were thrown on the vehicle, which was 
prectically destroyed. The second claim was by 
Corporal Gale for personal injuries, and there 
was-a third claim by Major Alexander, of the 
Rifle Brigade, who was coches on an outside 
car on the occasion in question, proceeding from 
the Kildare Street Club to the Sackville Street 
Club. He was in uniform, and the crowd mis 
took the uniform for that of a District Inspector 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary. Evidently 
thinking that a Disizict I was fair 


| game, the crowd attacked him, and struck him 


about twenty times on the head with hurleys 
and other wespons, reducing him to a state of 
pulp. He made nothing of it. and went next 
day to England, but he would tell the Court 
that he was sick end sore for a month after- 
wards, and the doctor would state that he had 
extremely serious injuries. 

Corporal Gale gave evidence in support of 
counsel's «statement, and described how the 
crowd surrounded thé lorry, which was back- 
firing. The crowd started to beat him with 
sticks, and he was rendered unconscious, and 
the next thing he remembered was being in 
Jervis Street Hospital. 

Crossexamined by Mr. Clancy, K.C. «Was 
there any doubt in your mind that the back- 
firing made the crowd think that there were 
rifle shots being fired?. The sounds were like 
rifle shots. 

And don't you think that persons who heard 
what they thought were rifle shots would be 
disturbed by them ? 

Mr. Wylie, K.C. (to witness) —Was it shrieks 
of fear you beard ? 

Mr. Clancy, K.C.—I don't understand that 
joke. If they were real rifle shots would they 
not have excited the people? Yes, sir, they 
would. I noticed that there was general excite. 
ment in the city before the lorry came down. 

Was not that the night the Peace Celebra 
tions took place? Yes, 

And were not soldiers going along the middle 
of the road celebrating peace? Yes. 

Was not that calculated to create excitement 
im the city? Yes 

And the people thought they were being fired 
on and became hostile—is not that so? Yes. 

The Reeorder—How many people were in this 
lorry at the time? There were only myself and 
another man. 

Mr.. Wylie—Were not the crowd threatening 
the soldiers—was there not hostility to the 
soldiers?

The Recorder—I have been in motor cars my- 
self which back-fired, and atrely it would . be 
an extraordinary thing for a crowd to come for- 
ward and ettack it. 

Mr. Wriie, K.C., having closed his case, 

Mr. Clancy, K.C., said that the Corporation 
was at a great disadvantage in this case, be- 
cause they had no evidence at all. Counsel 
submitted that the excitement was not all on 
the one side that night.: 

The, Recorder—I cannot understand how there 
could be two sides, unless there were people 
who wanted the war to go,on. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Clancy, K.C.—The military that day ap- 
peared to be as excited as anyone in Dublin. 

The Recorder—It is new to me that people- 
who believed they were being fired at would run 
up to the place that the shots came from. Ili 
is as grotesque as the case of the man who ran 
up end hung his hat on the mule of a 
cannon. (Laughter.) Proceeding, his Lordship 
said that these girls were sent into Dublin to 
join in the universal rejoicing thet the struggie 
of fonr years was at length over. Phe women 
both of Fngland and Ireland did their work well. 
during the war. Having reviewed the evidence, 
his Lordship said that he regretted very mucn 
that such a disgraceful inedent should have 
ecourred in one of the principal streets of the 
city. He had no doubt that the injury was 
malicious within the meaning of the Statute, 
and awarded £159 compensation and costs, 

A CORPORAL'S CLAIM. 

The claim of Corporal Gale was then gone 
into, end Gale was re-examined, and stated that 
he was a month in Jervis Street Hospital 

Medical evidence wan given by Captain 
Murphy, R.A.M.C., and Dr. Louis Byrne. 

‘The Recorder awarded £25 compensation and 
cente. 

MAJOR ALEXANDER'S CLAIM. 

Major Martin Alexander's case was next 
called. The claimant, in reply to Mr. Wylie, 
K.C., stated that when he was driving through 
Sackville street on an outside car the crowd 
rushed towards him from the burning lorry, and 
several of them etruck him over the head with 
what appeared to be hurley sticks. They tried 
‘to pull bim off the car, but did not succeed. He 
wus struck about fourteen times on the head and 
body, and lost consciousness after reaching the 
hotel. 

Medica! evidence having been given, 

The Recorder said that the attack was a 
very gross one, and awarded £120 compensation 
and costs. 

THE WESTMORELAND STREET SHOOTING. 

Constable William John Dawson (145 A) 
claimed £1,000 compensation for injuries re- 
ceived through being shot in the back at West- 
moreland street on the 29th June last. 

Mr. Marnan appeared for the claimant, and 
Mr. Timothy Sullivan (with Mr. Shannon) ap- 
peared for the Dublin County Council. 

Constable Dawson gave evidence that on the 
29h June there was a procession, headed ty 
two Australian soldiers, which came into Woat- 
moreland street from Sackville street. The 
soldiers were arrested, and witness was shot in 
the back from the crowd. He was taken to Rt. 
Vineent’é Hospital, where his injories were 
dressed, and he remained under the doctors’ 
care until the 10th July. He was snbsequently 
om sick leave for five weeks. The bullet passed 


through witnese’s belt and broke the skin, but. 


did not enter his body. 

Dr, W. H. Lowe and Dr. Louis Byrne having 
given evidence as to the injuries, 

The Recorder said that it was extremely for- 
tunate that this officer had escaped the bullet 
of the assassin—a more outrageous business it 
was impossible to conceive. Apparently this 
officer’s belt had ected as a sort of armour 
and saved his life, and he was not materielly

THE TEACHING OF ENGLISH. 

. Mais is English examiner to Lon- 
don University and an assistant master at 
Tonbridge School. His book is one to be 
worked through rather than read. It runs 
to 496 pages, and contains scores of, ex- 
amination papers, with hundreds of. exer- 
cises. It treats of grammar, uation, 
Mid, cosc “on dictation, . Mh. 
writing, actmg, lecturing, . ; an 
essay-writing. The sios. RE an Éis 
peare and on English Literature are ad- 
mirable summaries. The lists of books for 
a home or a school library are very valu- 
able. The specimens of letters, poems, 
and essays are well chosen. Taken al- 
together, it is one of the best books of its 
kind, and reveals on nearly every page the 
“eee teacher and the wise examiner. 

r. Mais, who. writes presumably for 
teachers as well as pupils, says nothing 
about the amount of time needed for Eng- 
lish teaching. Of course, no rigid rule can 
be made. on these days of complicated 
time-tables teachers of competing subjects 
need good-will and common-sense ; other- 
wise relations will become © frightfully 
exacerbated, and tragedies like that of 
“Mr. Perrin and Mr. Traill” are apt to 
be multiplied. The chief thing is that the 
English veacher—besides being somethin 
of a writer--shoald love literature, an 
be able to kindle in his pupils the omer 
sacted fire. Very often the classical 
teacher is such a man, and his Latin and 
Greek classes are admirable lessons in | 
English also. The modern language ex- 
pert, on the other hand, is inclined to 
take a narrower educational view, and to 
eliminate English altogether from his 
French or German Classes. 

The author's advice to pupils may be 
summed up in two words—‘‘read and 
“ write."” The pupil should keep a diary 
and write about everything—the pictures 
he sees, the games he plays, the adven- 
tures of each day, the sermons he hears, 
the books hé reads, the people he meets. 
He should be able to write prose and verse 
equally well. He should frequently “break 
out into verse.. He should go on writing, 
whatever happens, since writing is quite 
the most valuable part of his training. 
As for reading, he should read all the 
finest poets and prose-writers in the lan- 
guage. Criticism is no substitute for the 
text, nor are selections in the least degree 
adequate. The task is not easy; but the 
reward is infinitely great. Every boy 
should read some standard work in his 
spare time, and offer critical estimates or 
summaries of chapters in lieu of the | 
weekly essay. “To read Shakespeare with | 
Milton and to despise Shaw and Yeais is | 
to miss the whole point of reading. Synge, | 
Arnold Bennett,.J. M. Barrie, Franeia | 
Thompson, Masefield, Rupert Brooke—-to 
select a few—are equally as worthy of your 
love and attention as Pope, Dryden, 
Lamb, and Steele.”” We are tempted to 
break a lance with Mr. Mais over the | 
phrase “equally as worthy as.” It jars on | 
us, and it jars on Mr. Nesfeld (“ Errors | 
in Englith Composition,” p. 222) and on 
the authors of “The King’s English ” 
(p. 513) also. 

Mr. Mais shoots a shaft of ridicule at 
the people who do not read Scott. “ He 
is so commonly read that it seems un- 
necessary at this time of day to have to 
recommend him to anyone whose intelli- 
gence is higher than that of an errand 
boy.”

THE FORTY-SIXTH. DIVISION. 

Major Priestley’s book is ‘marked by 
ability to describe military operations and 
by the power to invest them with human 
interest. His story is the breaking of the 
Hindenburg line by the 46th (North Mid- 
land) Division, and a more thrilling story 
we have ‘seldom read. So far the majority 
of the war volumes describe the 1914 
operations, whereas this book tells the tale 
from Sep.ember 29th, 1918, down to the 
day when the armistice was signed. If 
any one wants proof that the Germans sur- 
rendered because they were utterly unable 
to fight, let him read this book, in which 
chapter and verse are given for the faot. 
One of the outstanding features of the 
narrative is the skilful way in which the 
exploits of officers and men find a place in 
the accounts of the’ battles of Bellenglise, 
of Ramicourt, and of Andigny. As befits 
a sapper, the author lays stress on the 
preparations made by the artillery and the 
engineers for the deeds of the men in these 
three battles. While we were reading 
about these preparations we felt how much 
depended on the way in which the rank 
and file carried out the plans of the staff. 
It is sometimes said that, though the 
British are bad begitiners in war, yet they 
muddle through. Of the world war cer 
tainly this is not trne. We may have 
begun inadequately, but our staff work was

INHABITANTS’ PITIABLE 


PLIGHT. 


A Madrid telegram, dated Wednesday, states 
—The heavy hail and rainstorms are persisting 
throughout the country, and are especially vio~ | 
lent in the provinces of Valencia and Marcia. 
The newspapers give graphic details of the disas- 
trous consequences of the floods. In the 
vince of Marcia, and more particularly in 
“thagena, the rivers have overflowed their banks, 
and the rice, maize, and spice crops have been 
almost completely destroyed. Numbers of farms 
have been isolated by the water, and it is al- 
most impossible to render any assistance, The 
town of Carthagena is completely imundated. 
The water reaches the ceilings of the ground 
floors. and the rooms of the houses, the .occu- 
panté having to take refuge ih the upper 
storeys. The goods in the shops and warehou 
have been destroyed. ‘ 

TERRIFYING CONDITIONS IN 
* CARTHAGENA. 

The imbabitants of Carthegena spent 
night under terrifying conditions. The 
town was in complete darkners, owing 
to the stoppage of the gas and electricity 
works, which were flooded, while the posts carry: 
ing the electric cables had been thrown by the 
rash of the water. Pe windows and Halconies 
of the houses were crowded with people, calling 
for assistance. Many were rescued from “> 
windows and baleomes by means of ropes. in 
the very heart of the town a man and 4 woman 
were carried away by the current, and perished. 
It is feared that there will be many victims, 
particularly in the suburbs, where numerous 
wooden and clay dwellings have been washed 
away. Even cemeiries have given up their 
dead, as the result of the graves been laid bare 
by the floods, and corpses in their erements 
are to be seen among the bodies of animals, 
articles of furniture, and other flotsam tossing 
in the torrents which sweep through the streets,
